On March 10, 2012, the 
Carlisle County Democratic 
Committee held a special 
meeting to caucus and deter¬ 
mine who will represent the 
Democratic Party on the No¬ 
vember ballot to fill the va¬ 
cated County Clerk’s seat that 
was held by Theresa Owens. 

The Democratic Committee 
nominated four candidates, 
Larry Fraser, Michael 
Hoskins, Michael Toon, and 
Brandi Webb. After nomina¬ 
tions, the 15 person commit¬ 
tee elected Michael Toon, 
Publisher of the Carlisle 
Weekly Newspaper, as their 
candidate for the November 
election. 

In a statement, Toon, 31, of 
Kirbyton, Kentucky, said that 
he was humbled to be named 
the Democratic Party’s candi¬ 
date. “Carlisle County is the 
best place on earth, and my 
newspaper reflects my love 
and dedication to the people 
of the county. I am excited to 
take my service to the county 
to the next level and represent 
the Democratic Party on the 
November ballot,” Toon said. 

In regards to the future of the 
newspaper, Toon said that he 


will still manage the paper, 
but will hire someone to edit, 
conduct ad sales and handle 
the day-to-day operations of 
the newspaper. “I feel that the 
Carlisle Weekly has grown to 
the point to where it has an 
importance in the community, 
and I plan on continuing that 
constant improvement and to 
manage the paper while writ¬ 
ing from time to time as I will 
mainly focus on human inter¬ 
est stories and what I origi¬ 
nally grew up writing, 
sports,” Toon said. 

The Carlisle County Repub¬ 
lican Party will meet on 
March 17th in the basement 
of the St. Charles Catholic 
Church at 10:00 a.m.

Roach to be Tried in 
Carlisle County Pending 
Ability to Seat Jury

On Monday in Carlisle 
County Circuit Court Judge 
Tim Langford ruled to keep 
the trials of Anita Roach in 
the county, but said he would 
reconsider if it appears un¬ 
likely the court can seat a 
jury. Will Kautz, representing 
Roach, argued the trials 
should be moved because of 
pre-trial publicity. Common¬ 


wealth Attorney Mike Stacy 
contended they should re¬ 
main in Carlisle County. 

During the hearing both at¬ 
torneys agreed to move the 
trial on the three counts of at¬ 
tempting to obtain a con¬ 
trolled substance by fraud, 
false statements or forgery 
from March 26, 2012, to after 
the June 25th trial on the 25 
charges concerning the 
school bus accident. 

Roach was indicted in De¬ 
cember on one count of sec¬ 
ond-degree manslaughter in 
the death of six year old 
Logan Simpson, two counts 
of second-degree assault for 
serious injuries to Donna 
Wilson and Brooke Kelly, 
adults on the bus, three 
counts of fourth-degree as¬ 
sault in connection with 
minor injuries to three stu¬ 
dents, and 19 counts of first- 
degree wanton endangerment 
relating to the remaining chil¬ 
dren riding on the bus. The 
June 25th trial concerning the 
bus accident is expected to 
take four days to complete.

Assessment: The teachers 
continue to prepare unit plans 
and create formative assess¬ 
ments for the new common 
core standards. High School 
Juniors met with Mrs. Edging 
and Mrs. Angel last week and 
set their ACT goals. They 
have set a goal of 21.5 for this 
year, which would be an in¬ 
crease of over two points. 
Learning clubs are meeting in 
all three schools and sharing 
ideas as well as studying 
strategies from the CASL 
book. With testing beginning 
in approximately two months, 
review sessions are gearing up 
and teachers are making final 
preparations. High school will 
be testing for the first time 
this year using ACT end of 
course exams. The exams will 
be given on-line and we will 
get immediate feedback on 
the multiple choice portion of 
the test. The testing window 
for the end of course exams 
will be April 30-May 11 and

nally, mentors in several dif¬ 
ferent professions will be 
present one day during the 
week to counsel underclass¬ 
men on career choices.

Arlington City Council Discusses Possible 
Infrastructure Solutions at Recent Meeting

The Arlington City Council 
met in regular session on 
March 12, 2012, and the 
meeting began with the ap¬ 
proval of the previous meet¬ 
ing’s minutes and the 
treasurer’s report. 

In the treasurer’s report City 
Clerk Anita Lambert reported 
that the funds in the water 
system were low due to a 
$1,800 repair in a water leak 
that occurred near Highway 
51 in Arlington. The leak 
combined with the restructur¬ 
ing of the road to state speci¬ 
fications made the cost of the 
repairs quite high. 

Overall, Lambert told the 
council that the city was in 
good shape fiscally, but still 
owes a $33,000 Sanitation 
Department bill. Arlington 
continues to make payments 
on the bill when it can. How¬ 
ever, after discussion the 
council came to the reality 


that there was a high proba¬ 
bility of the sanitation and 
sewer rates having to be in¬ 
creased in the years to come. 
However, as Mayor McGee 
said, “We don’t have any idea 
what is going to happen.” 
Council members discussed 
the possibility of meeting 
with the members of the San¬ 
itation Department, which in¬ 
cludes the Carlisle County 
School System, City of Bard- 
well, Carlisle County and the 
City of Arlington to see what 
could be done and what the 
options are. 

Councilman Jason Bogle 
asked that if it was possible 
and would it be cheaper to 
have the City of Arlington 
treat the water and manage 
the wastewater itself. Mayor 
Bobby McGee said that the 
city once did that, but it had 
entered into a contract with 
the Sanitation Department, a 
contract that will expire in 42 
years. 


Mayor McGee said that the 
City of Arlington wrote letters 
to local representatives and 
leaders in Washington D.C. 
However, the response was 
all the same, there is simply 
no money for small towns 
that have infrastructures that 
are old and decaying. 

The next item of business 
discussed was the cemetery 
report. Councilman Paul 
Gaddie discussed the need for 
a road to curve along the back 
part of the cemetery, and after 
discussion the council de¬ 
cided to let Mayor McGee 
contact Arlington Magistrate 
Sonny Pearson in regards to 
the issue of maintenance on 
the cemetery road. 

In the daily operations re¬ 
port, Mayor McGee reported 
that City Maintenance Direc¬ 
tor John Lemons has worked 
on weatherproofing the fire 
department doors and contin¬ 
ued road maintenance in fix¬ 
ing water leaks, cleaning 


ditches and picking up litter 
along the roadways. 

In ballpark news, Council¬ 
man Jason Bogle reported 
that there will be no men’s 
softball league this year due 
to lack of interest. Bogle re¬ 
ported that softball league 
participation is down in areas 
such as Paducah and a new 
league has been formed in 
Mayfield, creating new com¬ 
petition. 

The park will still be avail¬ 
able for rentals for practices 
and special tournaments. You 
can contact park manager 
Mike Sera for more informa¬ 
tion and rates for tournaments 
and practices. 

In the final bit of business 
before adjournment, the city 
council approved Jimmy 
Bostic as Building Code Of¬ 
ficer and Johnny Parham and 
Allen Wilson as electrical in¬ 
spectors for the City of Ar¬ 
lington.

Receive Compensation for 
Frequently Flooded Cropland 


Landowners may now re¬ 
ceive federal compensation 
for placing an easement on 
their property to restore wet¬ 
land habitat. 

Landowners in Fulton, 
Hickman, Carlisle, Graves 
and Ballard counties may 
now be eligible to receive 
federal compensation for 
restoring and protecting wet¬ 
lands in exchange for retiring 
eligible land from agriculture. 
Rates range up to $3 895/acre 
for cropland and up to 
$1948/acre for existing 
woodlands. Some properties 
may qualify for additional per 
acre incentive payments, 
based on location. 

On Tuesday, March 27th at 
8am there will be an informa¬ 
tional landowner meeting, 
open to the public, at the Ful¬ 
ton County Extension Office, 
located in Hickman, KY for 
landowners in Fulton, Hick¬ 
man, Carlisle, Graves and 
Ballard counties interested in 
learning more about the Wet¬ 
lands Reserve Enhancement 
Program. 

The Wetlands Reserve En¬ 
hancement Program (WREP) 
is a component of the Wet¬ 
lands Reserve Program 
(WRP). The Natural Re¬ 
sources Conservation Service 
(NRCS) has dedicated addi¬ 
tional WREP funds through 
its new Mississippi River 
Basin Healthy Watersheds 
Initiative (MRBI). Imple¬ 
mented cooperatively by 


NRCS, The Nature Conser¬ 
vancy, Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Re¬ 
sources and the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, this new 
source of funding will assist 
landowners in all or parts of 
Fulton, Hickman, Carlisle, 
Graves and Ballard counties 
with restoring and protecting 
wetland habitats for wildlife 
while improving water qual¬ 
ity locally and throughout the 
Mississippi River basin. The 
goals of this project are to: 
Restore 5,500 acres of wet¬ 
lands in the Obion Creek, 
Bayou De Chien and May- 
field Creek watersheds by 
2015. Reduce nutrient inputs 
to the Mississippi River from 
targeted watersheds. Improve 
and protect habitat for the 
federally-endangered Indiana 
Bat and for wetland associ¬ 
ated wildlife. 

Landowners enrolled in the 
WREP place an easement on 
their property, but retain own¬ 
ership of their land and the 
right to sell or lease the land 
with the easement. Fulton 
County landowner Walt 
Goodman states “Enrollment 
into the program allowed me 
to purchase a ‘better’ row 
crop production farm and still 
own both farms.” 
Landowner’s reserved rights 
include control of access; title 
and right to convey such title; 
quiet enjoyment; undevel¬ 
oped recreational uses such as 
hunting, fishing; and the right 


to subsurface resources (with¬ 
out disturbance to the ease¬ 
ment). 

Landowners may request au¬ 
thorization from NRCS to 
conduct certain management 
practices through a Compati¬ 
ble Use Agreement. Exam¬ 
ples of these agreements 
include: development of food 
plots, mowing of levees 
and/or access roads, manage¬ 
ment of shallow water areas, 
etc. 

More than one-third of the 
country’s threatened and en¬ 
dangered species live only in 
wetlands and an additional 
20% use or inhabit wetlands 
at some time during their life. 
Wetlands play a critical role 
in filtering runoff from the 
land before it reaches open 
water. Scientists have esti¬ 
mated that wetlands may re¬ 
move between 70-90% of 
entering nitrogen. Wetland 
vegetation typically traps 80- 
90% of sediment from runoff, 
preventing it from moving 
downstream.

Senator Ken Winters Frankfort Report 


FRANKFORT - By the time 
you are reading this, a week 
will have passed since the 
monster tornadoes targeted 
many of our communities. I 
want to tell the victims that 
you are not alone; Kentucky 
stands with you. The Red 
Cross has been overwhelmed 
with Kentuckians’ generosity, 
so much so, that they are now 
asking for cash donations in¬ 
stead of material items. I pray 
that the Lord continue to pro¬ 
vide strength to the people 
who have lost loved ones and 
possessions and also for the 
first-responders and other cit¬ 
izens who have worked un¬ 
failingly in order to set right 
what nature has done her best 
to destroy. The Gateway 
Area Development District at 
606-780-0090 has established 
a fund for tornado assistance 
and relief in Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky. Your local Red Cross is 
also accepting donations. And 
finally, the Kentucky Emer¬ 
gency Management website 
has a list of relief agencies 
that have been identified as 
serving Kentucky storm vic¬ 
tims specifically, 

http://kyem.ky.gov/dona- 
tionsvolunteers/Pages/de- 
fault.aspx. Please, give what 
you can. 

With the disaster weighing 
heavily on all our minds and 
reeling from the testimonials 
of both constituents and leg¬ 


islators, the business of the 
Legislature continued under a 
somber cloud. There are 
three bills I would like to 
briefly discuss. Senate Bill 88 
makes an allowance for Ken¬ 
tucky high school students 
earning Kentucky Educa¬ 
tional Excellence Scholar¬ 
ship, or KEES, money. 
Currently, students who trans¬ 
fer from an eligible to an in¬ 
eligible high school in 
Kentucky or out-of-state for¬ 
feit their KEES earnings. This 
bill would allow them to keep 
the KEES funds they earn 
while at the eligible school as 
long as they obtain a high 
school diploma or GED 
within two years of their pre¬ 
sumed graduating class. It 
also may be of help to chil¬ 
dren whose parents are in the 
military because of their fre¬ 
quent moves. 

I sponsored Senate Bill 143 
which would allow parents to 
enroll children in school dis¬ 
tricts other than the one in 
which they reside, providing 
the receiving district approves 
the transfer. The bill also pro¬ 
hibits schools from charging 
tuition for out-of-district stu¬ 
dents but makes a provision 
for a portion of the SEEK 
funding to be made for the 
district the student actually at¬ 
tends and a portion to remain 
with the district of residence. 

I believe that the legislation 


will help parents who would 
rather their children attend 
school in the same district in 
which they work, keeping 
them nearby during the day, 
as opposed to the district in 
which they live. There is lan¬ 
guage in the bill to prevent 
discriminatory and illegal ath¬ 
letic practices. 

Another education related 
bill, Senate Bill 131, unani¬ 
mously approved, would af¬ 
fect post-secondary 

education. The bill allows the 
state’s six comprehensive 
public universities to offer a 
combined total of 18 ad¬ 
vanced-practice doctoral pro¬ 
grams. This legislation builds 
on last year’s work on the 
same topic but permits more 
flexibility for our universities 
to meet our Commonwealth’s 
needs for advanced degree 
programs. 

Senate Bill 58 addresses an 
increase in hospital emer¬ 
gency-room violence. Similar 
to the exception made for 
misdemeanor shoplifting and 
domestic-violence situations, 
the bill would allow police of¬ 
ficers to make an arrest, based 
on probable cause alone, for 
misdemeanor assault occur¬ 
ring in an emergency room. 
Under current law, the police 
officer would have to witness 
the crime before being al¬ 
lowed to make an immediate 
arrest. 


Senate Bill 157 aims to clar¬ 
ify the wording of adminis¬ 
trative regulations. It provides 
for greater transparency and 
accountability of the many 
regulations that oftentimes 
bedevil small businesses. 

Finally, the House passed 
their budget proposal. As I 
have discussed, small budget 
groups have been meeting for 
several weeks now in antici¬ 
pation. I have begun to re¬ 
view the document and while, 
as of this writing, I haven’t 
delved into all of the details 
of this 288-page document, it 
is our understanding that the 
debt level is at 6.8% of Gen¬ 
eral Fund revenues. This is a 
matter of great concern to me. 
It is my hope that the House 
would consider Senate Bill 1 
which we passed to cap the 
state’s debt at 6%. I will con¬ 
tinue to keep you apprised of 
the situation. 

We have 16 more days left.

FRYSC Funding is Essential in the 
Development of Underprivilaged Children

FRANKFORT, Ky. (March 
07, 2012) -As the threat of 
subsequent budget cuts in¬ 
creases, so too does the num¬ 
ber of Kentucky children that 
Family Resource and Youth 
Service Centers across the 
state work to reach. 

The Kentucky Family Re¬ 
source and Youth Services 
Centers (FRYSC) were estab¬ 
lished under the historic 1990 
Kentucky Education Reform 
Act with the mission to help 
academically at-risk students 
succeed in school by helping 
to minimize or eliminate non- 
cognitive barriers to learning. 
Currently, there are 819 Fam¬ 
ily Resource and Youth Serv¬ 
ices Centers in 1,160 schools, 
serving 619,541 students 
throughout Kentucky. 

The needs of Kentucky’s 
families and students con¬ 
tinue to grow. The resources 
that FRYSC have to meet 


those needs continue to 
shrink. ’’Because of recent 
economic pressures on the 
national, state, and local lev¬ 
els, our centers are doing 
more with fewer resources in 
their communities and shrink¬ 
ing funds in the FRYSC 
budgets,” said Michael Flynn, 
President of the Kentucky 
FRYSC Coalition and coordi¬ 
nator of the Estill County 
Youth Services Center. ’’For 
instance in Fiscal Year (FY) 
08 Centers were receiving 
$210.00 per free lunch stu¬ 
dent and currently receive 
$177.05 during FY 12.” The 
trend of growing free lunch 
eligible students has contin¬ 
ued. In the past year alone, 
there are 3,846 more students 
eligible for free lunch meals. 

The accompanying chart 
shows that FY 12 had an ad¬ 
ditional reduction of 1.7% re¬ 
ducing the per student 


allocation to approximately 
$177.05. The proposed FY 
13 reduction of 4.5% 
(HB265) will produce even 
further significant reduction 
to the per student amount. 

’’The ability for FRYSC to 
support families and students 
is in danger," said Betty Mar¬ 
shall, FRYSC Coalition Pres¬ 
ident-Elect and coordinator of 
the Hand In Hand Family Re¬ 
source Center in Bullitt 
County. "Many of the sup¬ 
ports that help students suc¬ 
ceed in school will no longer 
be available.”

The Family Resource and 
Youth Services Centers 
Coalition of Kentucky invited 
advisory council members, 
community partners, parents, 
grandparents, students, board 
of education members, teach¬ 
ers, classified support staff, 
superintendents, administra¬ 
tors, and many other related 
stake holders to participate in 
the 2012 FRYSCKy Coalition 
Survey to determine the im¬ 
pact of these centers. 

There was an overwhelming 
response with over 16,000 
participants. 61.3% of re¬ 
spondents identified them¬ 
selves as teachers or 
classified support staff. "If s 
telling that so many of our 
survey participants identify 
themselves as teachers and 
classified support staff since 
they are working daily with 
our centers in the school en¬ 
vironment." said Tana Jones, 
FRYSC Coalition Public Pol¬ 


icy and coordinator at the 
Wingo Family Resource Cen¬ 
ter in Graves County. 

The 2012 survey listed serv¬ 
ices or referrals provided by 
Family Resource and Youth 
Services Centers. The graph 
below indicates areas that 
were top priorities for Ken¬ 
tucky’s youth and families to 
succeed according to respon¬ 
dents. It is evident based on 
this data that the work of 
FRYSC in the areas of family 
assistance, 
graduation/dropout preven¬ 
tion, health/wellness/nutri¬ 
tion, and family crisis 
intervention are keys in stu¬ 
dent success. 

Survey results indicated that 
94.8% of all people surveyed 
agree and strongly agree the 
support and protection of 
FRYSC funding will help 
strengthen and stabilize stu¬ 
dents and families in our 
Commonwealth. 

"It’s clear that Family Re¬ 
source and Youth Services 
Centers are making a differ¬ 
ence in the daily lives of chil¬ 
dren," said Rebial Reynolds, 
FRYSC Coalition Public Pol¬ 
icy and coordinator of the 
Prestonsburg Elementary 
Family Resource Center. 
"Continued reductions in 
funding will have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on FRYSC and 
the programming offered in 
schools that so many people 
in this state rely on and 
value."

Girl Scouts of the USA cel¬ 
ebrates 100 years of building 
girls of courage, confidence 
and character who make the 
world a better place. 

A century ago, Juliette Gor¬ 
don Low assembled 18 girls 
in Savannah, Georgia, for the 
first local Girl Scout meeting. 
She believed that all girls 
should be given the opportu¬ 
nity to develop physically, 
mentally, and spiritually. With 
the goal of bringing girls out 
of isolated home environ¬ 
ments and into community 
service and the open air, Girl 
Scouts hiked, played basket¬ 
ball, went on camping trips, 
learned how to tell time by 
the stars, and studied first aid. 

Almost immediately, Juliette 
Gordon Low’s dream for a 
girl-centered organization 
was realized. Today, Girl 
Scouts of the USA has a 
membership of over 3.2 mil¬ 
lion girls and adults in every 
residential zip code and in 90 
countries. Nearly 60 million 
living women in the U.S. 
today are Girl Scout alumnae. 
From our willingness to ad¬ 
dress important issues, to our 
commitment to diversity and 
inclusiveness, Girl Scouts is 
dedicated to every girl, every¬ 
where. 

“Our 100th anniversary is 
our moment in time to bring 


the nation together to make a 
difference in the lives of 
girls,” said Anna Maria 
Chavez, CEO of Girl Scouts 
of the USA. “Girls represent 
an incredible resource for our 
country and Girl Scouts has 
always provided them a plat¬ 
form for success, and during 
our centennial we want 
everyone—men and women 
alike—to join us in making 
sure that every girl achieve 
her full leadership potential.” 

What is especially important 
about the Girl Scouts’ rich 
history of supporting 
women’s leadership is their 
insistence on being a voice 
for all girls, regardless of 
their background or neigh¬ 
borhood. Founder Juliette 
Gordon Low’s first 18 Girl 
Scouts included girls from in¬ 
fluential Savannah families, 
as well as girls from the Fe¬ 
male Orphan Asylum and 
Congregation Mickve Israel. 
As early as 1917 the first 
African-American troops 
were established, as well as 
troops for disabled girls. One 
of the earliest Latina troops 
was formed in Houston in 
1922; Girl Scout troops sup¬ 
ported Japanese-American 
girls in internment camps in 
the 1940s, and by the 1950s, 
Girl Scouts was leading the 
charge to fully integrate all of 


its troops. In 1956, Dr. Mar¬ 
tin Luther King, Jr. called 
Girl Scouts “a force for de¬ 
segregation.” 

In a move designed to focus 
national attention on girls and 
the issues they face, Girl 
Scouts of the USA has an¬ 
nounced the launch of To- 
GetHerThere, the largest, 
boldest advocacy and 
fundraising cause dedicated 
to girls' leadership in the na¬ 
tion's history. The multi-year 
effort will seek to create bal¬ 
anced leadership — the equal 
representation of women in 
leadership positions in all 
sectors and levels of society 
— within one generation. 

Along with this cause, Girl 
Scouts has launched a $ 1 bil¬ 
lion philanthropic campaign 
for girls to fuel this effort, and 
to fund opportunities that en¬ 
able girls to lead. Ninety per¬ 
cent of funds raised will go 
directly to services and pro¬ 
grams for girls across the na¬ 
tion and in 94 countries 
globally to help fill critical 
talent gaps in finance, sci¬ 
ence, technology and the en¬ 
vironmental and global 
leadership arenas.
